Mr. Hulst explains, "and with it 
goes the one bit of illumination 
most needed—the exit sign. The 
audience immediately rushes to get 
out. but cannot see the exit doors. 
The result is often panic, with per­ 
sons trampled, and even killed, in 
the stampede. 
“In fact, the chief peril from fire, 
as shown by fatality records, is 
usually that resulting from con­ 
fusion and panic. Imagine th» lights 


suddenly being doused in a crowded 
lodge hall, or a school auditorium 
full of children. There might be 
no danger if the audience were to 
remain calm until repairs could be 
made. But audiences usually don’t 
remain calm—they rush to get out. 
At such a moment, good exit lights 


h a v e a strongly reassuring effect, 
as well as lighting the way to ord­ 
erly evacuation.” 
The device invented by Mr. ITulst 
consists of a small cabinet with a 
| glass front on which is lettered the 
word “Exit.” In the cabinet are two 
light bulbs. One is connected with 
the regular light current. The other 
is connected with dry cell batteries. 
If the regular current goes off. 
the battery-powered light goes on. 
instantly and automatically. The 
device is virtually foolproof, re­ 
quiring no servicing except regular 
replacements of batteries so that 
they will be fresh and therefore 
dependable in any situation when 
lives may be in danger.
